Ministers to be Creates 
Ambassadors 


Nanking, Sept, 6. 

It is reported that in view of the 
intimate diplomatic and commercial 
relations between the two countries, 
the Chinese and Japanese Govert 
‘ments are atranging to elevate the 
rank of their mutually accredited 
diplomatic representatives to that of 
Ambassador. It is understood that. 
General Chiang Tso-pin, the now 
‘Minister to Tokyo, will be promoted 
as the first Chinese Ambassador to. 
the Court of His Imperial Majesty 
the Emperor of Japan. 

In this connection, it is interest 
ing to note that, contrary to the 

rrsal practice with 
‘countries of any importance, China 
has hitherto sent only Ministers 
Extraordinary as her accredited re- 
presentatives to all the Foreign 
Powers, with the sole exception of 
Soviet Russia, 

‘While the 
‘seclusion in which China lived when 
her first Ministers were accredited 
might have rendered it unnecessary 
to send ambassadors, the evergrow- 
ing importance of the world position 
of China as well as her increasingly 
intimate relations with other Powers 
renders it advisable for her to ac- 
credit ambassadors to at least the 
‘more important Powers. It is there- 
fore expected that while specia 
‘considerations may temporarily. 
Drevent the realization of such a 
‘desirable step, the promotion to the 
rank of Ambassador of her te 
resentative to Japan will lead to a 
‘similar elevation of the status of

FLOOD REALITIES 
Sept. 3. 
Now that details of  the| 
colossal catastrophe inthe 
Yangtze Valley are rapidly 
being made clear it would seem 
‘that the last dyke built by pre- 
judice and obscurantism to keep 
back the flood of philanthropic 
zeal should be utterly breached. 
‘To-day the first lists of done- 
lions received by the National 
Flood Relief Commission and 
sther organisations are published. 
‘They show that a magnificent 
total of over $1,000,000 has been| 
receivete The "bodies concerned 
are to be congratulated. — The| 
suggestion that there has 
been exaggeration in the press 
has. been stoutly met by Mr. T. 
J. Fisher's poignant comment 
that “no pen can exaggerate” 
the immensity of the disaster 
Jand the suffering inflicted on the 
Chinese population in. particular, 
As though Hankow were not 
enough—the submersion of a 
whole City for months—the 
disaster to the Grand Canal last 
week has brought about yet 
another tragedy on titanic scal 
This historic waterway, stretch- 
{ing some 1,000 miles from Hang- 
chow to “Tientsin and dating 
back, in some sections to more 
than’ 2,000 years ago, has been 
breached in Kiangsu in from 13 
to 16 places. Standing 15 fect 
above the surrounding country, 
this canal has formed a dyke 
guarding the area between it] 
ind the sea in Kiangsu rom the 
waters of the Hungtze and 
Paoying Lakes, The typhoon of 
last week whirled the flooded 
Lakes in relentless vehemence 
against the western bank of the 
Canal. The eastern bank, in 
spite of various changes in’ the 
supervising authority brought| 
about by the new régime at 
Nanking, waa in good repair. It 
had been regarded as axiomatic 
that the western bank would be 
exposed to no undue strain, 
This belief has now been con- 
founded. With the numerous 
breaches occurring in the com- 
paratively short stretch between 
Yangehow and Tsingkiangpu, 
the waters have obtained the 
mastery of a very large area of 
country estimated to hold 7,000, 
000 inhabitants. Even now it 
not fully known what is the 
extent of this disaster. Reports 
already suggest that it is com- 
le with that at Hanko

Kaoyu alone, to: say nothing of 
the immediately surrounding 
districts, from 1,000 to 1,500 
people hiave been: drowned.

between the genuine ery of dis- 
tress and the opportunist ex- 
Ploitation of the widespread’ 
notice attracted by the floods 
goes without saying. It is 
reported, for example, that in. 
northern Chekiang, where crops 
prospgets are good and the rai 
fall has been about noxmal, 
pleas for remissions of taxation 
and for active assistance are 
being made on the specious plea 
that the floods have caused much 
material damage. No doubt the 
Government will take ateps to 
discourage fippancies of thi 
kind. The visit of General 
Chiang Kai-shek to Hankow was 
timely. It showed that the head 
‘of the Government was alive to 
the importance of obtaining a 
first-hand impression of 
magnitude of the disaster. If it 
leads to a definite termination 
of the unedifying disagreement 
between the Legislative Yu 
and the Finance Ministry, on the 
Subject of the financing of relief 
measures, it will have donte real 
service. ‘The Finance Minister, 
in the most practical and energe- 
ic fashion, has launched the 
Flood Relief Commission to 
which, it may be hoped, the 
power of prudent and accural 
application of the funds will 
abundantly given, The detailed 
account of the Wuhan disaster, 
given in Tuesday's “North-China 
Daily News” by Mr. Heady of 
the Wesleyan Methodist Mission, 
shows that the establishment of 
an organisation for Hupeb, in 
direct relation with the Flood 
Relief Commission, has been 
taken in hand by members of the 
Commission and Jocal volunteers 
from the various missionary 
societies. A scheme has been 
propounded and it is expected to 
be accepted. 

Here in Shanghai there is one 
voluntary effort to which sup- 
port has been forthcoming and 
it is urged that it should be 
vigorously pressed. The Inter~ 
national Flood Relief Fund, 
under the chairmanship of 
Major W. 8, Nathan, has now 
pledged ‘itself to equip and 
despatch a medical relist ship 
to Hankow. ‘This is an eminent- 
ly practical plan. It presents, 
to the foreign community. 
especially, an opportunity of 
devoting itself to the success of 
a scheme which is not out of 
proportion to the potential funds 
available. Those who appreciate 
the urgent need of protection 
against disease in the afflicted 
‘area will not require elaboration 
of the wisdom of this proposal, 
which has additional attractions 
owing to its utilisation of 
material and professional | re- 
sources at foreign disposal in 
Shanghai. At this stage it is 
hardly necessary to commend 
the plight of these thousands 
and thousands of sufferers to 
the solicitude of the public. 
Even in: the midst of their grave 
preoccupations, foreign Govern- 
ments, the world over, have 
managed to mark their sense of 
acute sympathy with China in a 
dikaster which, in some Chinese 
minds, is declared to be che most 
serious flood in the history of 
their country. Sorrow and 
suffering on Such a scale must 
still the voice of the sceptic, the 
‘eritic or the carping. Perhaps 
the most moving commentary yet

The specific nature of the 
remedies for world depression 
set forth by Mr. Bernard Baruch, 
the American’ financier and 
economic expert, argues a 
courage which has hitherto been 
more associated with the arm- 
chair economist than the prec 
cal man of affairs. ‘That so pro 
minent an authority should com- 
mit himself to an - outline of 
seven points, the ensuring of 
which he maintains would cure 
the present, prevalent economic 
and political illness, in a manner 
which will inevitably bring down 
upon his head a 
criticism, is 
his remedy to be given serious 
attention, Mr, Bernard Baruch 
has won for’ himself in. the 
councils of his country, if not 
the world, a place which few 
others possess. In addition to 
private activities, he has 
been a member of ‘numerous 
presidential commissions upon 
industrial matters connected 
with the prosperity of the Unit- 














ed States, He was one of his 
country’s economic experts 
during the peace negotiations, 


‘That his services to the world 
have been appreciated is shown 
by decorations bestowed upon 
him by Belgium, France, and 
Italy. Mr, Baruch's seven point: 
therefore, assume an importance 
they would not possess in the 
mouth of any less weighty 
person. What the world needs 
at the moment, “he has. said, 
is peace: a partial restoration of 
silver values without vesort to 
Dimetallism: recognition that 
Europe's economic troubles are 
dependent upon a solution of 
political problems: formation of 
an organisation, inclusive of the 
United States, which would 
remove European political 
uneasiness: lower taxes. in, the 
United States, by the repeal of 
the prohibition law: 
cussion of tariffs, war 
reparations, provided the tax- 
in the United States is 
guarded: and an increare in 
the price of commodities on the: 
ground that there would au- 
tomatically be a decrease in 
‘over-production. 

The primary bearing of the 
wen points. upon matters 
ting the United Sta 
justifies the deduction that Mz, 
Baruch admits that the world 
problem calls for united in pre- 
ference to individual action. 
Few will quarrel with his pr 
seription of peace. From one 
who had a hand in negotiating 
the peace which was to “make 
the world safe for democracy,” 
it is an admission that the con- 
dition which now prevails is 
only the peace of exhaustion. 
Even now diplomats of the world 
fare preparing for the Geneva 
Disarmament Conference at 
which, it is hoped, a furtier 
definite step towards the reaiisa- 
tion of peace upon a more solid 
basis will be taken. His second 
recommendation a ditect 
aring upon affairs Chinese. 
Bi-metallism has its advocates 
among the most prominent. 
business men associated with 
this country, and therefore there

Trinity Cathedral, Shanghsi, in 
communion with Hongkong, will

To-day, in memory of these men

To have 
passed the most impressionable 
years of life among lovely, historic 
buildings is to acquire, even though 
fanconse.ously, certain tendencies 
jand standards which retain their 
influence to the end of one's days. 
‘You may destroy the surroundings 
from which such influences arise; 
lyou cannot destroy or vanquish the 
mental bent which they develop. 
Nothing is more important for the 
future of England, nor more signi- 
icant of her instinct for preserv.ng 
her old ideals and finding’ means of 
defending them through days of 
Jupheaval, than the facilities and 
Jencouragements given to boys of the 
Jartisan class to go to the older 
Universities, 

Even Cromwell's revolutionaries 
lcould not destroy the spirit of 
JOxford. ‘Their modern descendants 
lare being trained to carry it to the 
trade unions.

Efforts to Solve a Knotty Problem for Men 
and Women: 


Shanghai has its women who 
‘two nationalities: they have retai 
ed their original citizenship upon 
marriage, being so entitled to do 


+ by the law of their own country, 


and they have acquired that of a 
husband, since law of some other 
countries automatically assumes 
that a woman decomes of the same 
nationality as her husband. Shang 
hai also has its women who have 
no nationality,—who, by the law of 
their own country lost the:x nation- 
ality upon marriage, but by the law 
of their husbands’ country did not 
obtain citizenship in his. Now 
What about children who are born 
of parents not of the same nation- 
ality? For of course one of ti 
most important aspects of the qu: 
tion of the nationality of a maxried 
woman is whether there should be 
‘a condition under which a child and 
his mother are of different natzon- 
allitie 

Some countries rule that a child 
of parents of different nationality 
takes his paternal _ nationality. 
‘Those-who argue that the family 
should be a unit, that the woman 
upon her marriage should assume 
her husband's national:ty, do 80 
with the idea in mind that a “hous 
divided against itself cannot, stand.” 
The argument is that if the wife 
retains her own nationality upon 
marriage to an alien husband, her 
children will be of another nation- 
ality than her own, and there will 
be ‘divided loyalties in the home. 
This is not always the case, even 
80: because different countries have 
different criteria for the nationality 
of children. “If a British woman 
marries a foreigner in England, and 
continues to live in England, her 
children are British. Technically 
she is a foreigner having assumed 









































brought to bear by their environ- 
ment upon her children. Whether

different nationality js influenced in 
part by the law of any given coun-

national complications. It is 
possible for a child to have dual 
hhationality: and should the child be 
‘a gitl of a country which gives 
hher’ a choice of nationality. on 
marrying, and who later marties a 
‘man of yet atother nationality, the 
Taws of whose country automatically 
make’ her acquire his nationality, 
‘there is such a thing as posessing 
triple nationality? 

During the last twelve years 
there has been an increasing 
cognition of the right of a married 
‘woman to retention of her own 
nationality or at any. rate. choice 
of that ‘which she will assume. 
Bight countries recognise the right

independent nationality with certain 
restrictions, Yet others. recognise 
‘the principle by permitting a woman 
to. preserve her own nationality, 
when she does not acquire that of 
her foreign husband by virtue of 
marriage.
